After the merger, he served as Dean of Human Resources at 
Shelton State Community College until his retirement in 1996.

Mrs. Yvonne W. Rodgers served as an employee of C.A. Fredd State 
Technical College under all three Presidents of C.A. Fredd State Technical College- 
Mr. C.A. Fredd, Mr. I.W. Mitchell and Mr. Norman Cephus from 1965 -1996. 

Mrs. Rodgers was instrumental in developing the Secretarial Technology 
program at C.A. Fredd and taught Secretarial Technology until her retirement in 

1996.
